At the regular meeting of 
the City Council late in the 
year 1976 City Administrator 
presented the Council with p. 
claim for damages received 
from Hahn and Hahn, At- 
tomies. It has now reached 
the point of ,a Summons for 
Appearance in Sup e r 1 o r 
Court of a Notice of Suit in 
behalf of Jill Ann Hall. 

The Summons gave 30 
days for the City of Sierra 
Madre, David B^mis and 
“Etoes” to defend themselves 
in the lawsuit or default will 
be entered against them.

New City Ordinance Given 
Reading By Title Only 

Two new Ordinance were presented to the City Coun¬ 
cil at its regular meeting of Tuesday, January 25, both 
of which alluded to the leasing of the .new proposed City 


Hall between the City of 
Sierra Madre and the Sierra 
Madre Rede vlopment 
Agency. 

Odinance No. 947 is for the 
amending of a certain lease 
between the Public Safety 
Facilities Lease dated Au¬ 
gust 1, 1975 to permit the- 
.sublease of a portion of the 
Site by the City to the 
Agency, for the purpose cf 
construction of certain city 
hall facilities that will not 
impair or impede the oper¬ 
ation of the public safety 
facilities and that such will 
not reduce the fair rental 
value of the leased pre¬ 
mises. 

Ordinance No. 948 alludes 
to the leasing of the pro- 
pxjsed City Hall to the City 
cf Sierra Madre. The Ordi¬ 
nance states that the Agency 
proposes to construct cer¬ 
tain City Hall facilities and 
is proposing to lease certain 
facilities to the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. The Ordinance 

Insufficient 
Rainfall May 
Have Impact 

Supervisor Scha b a r .u m 
says that while Southern 
California apparently is as¬ 
sured of an adequate water 
supply this summer, other 
parts of the state face near¬ 
drought conditions and im¬ 
mediate conservation steps 
must be taken. 

He has aaked for a full 
report from the County En¬ 
gineer and the Chief En¬ 
gineer of the Flood Control 
District on the County’s 
prospects for similar water 
supply crises over the next 
few years. 

Reports from state sources 
indicate expectations of less 
than 80 pier cent of normal 
rainfall this year, says Scha- 
barum, with the State De¬ 
partment of Water R-e- 
sources unable to deliver 
full water entitlement under 
agreements with vari o u s 
water contracting agencies. 

“However,” he adds, “tho 
managers of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District and the 
Los Angeles City Depart¬ 
ment of Water and Power do 
not forecast any water 
shortage for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia because of the avail¬ 
ability of imported water 
supplies from several 
sources.” 

Nevertheless, says Scha- 
barum in view of the state, 
wide problem it would be in 
the best Interest of every- 
water as much as possible. 

The report he has request¬ 
ed from ccunty agencies, 
says Schabarum, may sub¬ 
stantiate the need for im¬ 
mediate conservation prac¬ 
tices to head off and per¬ 
haps help the situation fac¬ 
ing other parts of California.

CPR: When Seconds Count 

CPR (Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation should be added 
to the vocabularies of all Ctoiunty residents now that the 
Greater Los Angeles Affiliate of the American Heart As¬ 
sociation has committed its volunteer workers and finan¬ 
cial resources (your contributions) to training 20 i>er cent 
of the public in this basic cardiac life support procedure 
by 1982. 

Their immediate goal is 25,000 trained by J-uly 1 and 
another 100,000 trained by July 1, 1978. 

CPR is a procedure that combines chest compression 
and mouth-to-mouth breathing. It is used during fibril¬ 
lation (uncoordinated contractions of the heart muscle) 
ot cardiac arrest (when the heart stops beating). Its pur¬ 
pose is to keep oxygenatt'd blood flowing to the brain 
luntil appropriate medical treatment can be initiated, 
in Sierra Madrre that means until the firemen-EMTs ar¬ 
rive on the scene. 

In fact, the local Heart Association has been in the 
CPR picture since it began the training program more 
than 10 years ago. Medical personnel, firemen, police and 
sheriff’s departmemt employees, lifeguards, telephone line¬ 
men and even stewarde.sses with locally based airlines 
were trained. Four of Sierra Madre firemen were among 
the first in our area to be trained in this life support 
procedures nnder the direction of Dr. Herman at San 
Gabriel Hospital. 

For the past five years, however, the Heart Association 
has limited its training to medical and paramedical per¬ 
sonnel as instructors and instructor-trainees. Those af- 
filiateid with hospitals have returned to their own institu¬ 
tions and trained their own staffs. 

Heart Association emphasis on training in advanced 
and basic cardiac life support for medical and para¬ 
medical professionals grew out of a 1973 agreement be¬ 
tween the American Heart Association, the American Heart 
Association, the American National Red Cross, and the 
National Academy of Sciences-iNational Reserach Council 
tliat responsibility for training the lay public would be 
assumed by the ANRC Locally, the Red Cross chapter 
advanced and basic training has been augmented by 
your local fire department and its Emergency Medical 
personnel. All training is done according to American 
Heart Association standards. 

The Sierra Madre Fire Department continues to offer 
an abreviated course of four hours following the guidelines 
of what has become known as the “Seattle Plan.” The 
course is completed in one evening, beginning at 6:30 
p.m. and ending at 10:30 p.m. every other Thursday in 
the new Fire Facility training room. It is open to all 
persons of eighth grade and over age-wise, and makes 
use of the latest training aids. 

Of the estimated 33,400 deaths each year from cardio¬ 
vascular disease in Los Angeles County, 64.2 per cent or 
21,443 are caused by heart attacks. More than one-half 
of those heart attack deaths occur before the victim gets 
to the hospital. The Heart Association is convinced that 
more than 5,000 of those heart attack deaths can be pre¬ 
vented if 20 per cent of the population is trained and 
declared competent in CPR. And so, they have re-entered 
the CPR training scene with, what they consider to be an 
attainable goal. 

We’re glad they have. And you will l>e, too, the next 
time you witness a heart attack or other life threateneing 
emergency. You’ll know that within the next five years, 
one of every five persons on hand can support life until 
the life support unit arrives on the scene. If you’re as 
smart as we think you are, you’ll be that one.

Reduce Spending! 

Supervisor Pete Schabarum has assailed Governor 
Brown’s plan to limit property taxes levied by local gov¬ 
ernments. 

Schabarum said, "the Governor should stop worrying 
about lowering the expectations of local governments and 
start worrying about lowering the cost of State govern¬ 
ment. 

“In just two years, from 1974 to 1976, Governor Brown’s 
State budget increased $3 billion. Within 1977-78, ho wants 
to force feed an additional $1 billion down our throats. 
Unless the State imposes a spending limit on itself, along 
with local government, any tax limitation will bo mean¬ 
ingless.” 

Schabarum reminded the (Governor that over 85 per 
cent of L<js Angeles County’s budget comes from State 
or federally-mandated programs. 

Schabarum reprimanded the Governor for hoarding 
money to build-up a State surplus at the expense of 
local property taxpayers. Last year the State failed to 
pay the County of Los Angeles over $35 million. Without 
that money, Los Angeles County liad to raise the tax 
rate 14 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 

To date, the State has not reimbursed the County of 
Los Angeles for State obligated expenses in the areas of 
'Medl-Cal, fire protection, the Public Defender, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children (AFDC), food stamps 
and the Homemaker Chore Program.

Gasoline Use Is 
Going Up, Up 

A new record for Novem¬ 
ber gasoline consumpt i o n 
was established by Calilor- 
nia drivers during that 
month. 

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that motorists’ 
fuel consumption in Novem¬ 
ber was 5.9 per cent greater 
than for November 1975, and 
a hefty 9.7 per cent more 
than in November 1974. 
However, gallonage declined 
by 2.1 per cent from the pre¬ 
ceding montli of October, a 
customary seasonal decline 
for that month. 

The gasoline distribution 
data show taxable sales by 
distributors to retail outlets, 
bix-kers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale di.s- 
tributors pay 7-cents-per- 
gallon tax on their distribu¬ 
tions to retailers. The State 
Board of Equalization ad¬ 
ministers the state fuel tax. 

Reilly said that Califor¬ 
nia’s November rev e n u e 
from that tax was $61.4 mil¬ 
lion, up $3.4 million from 
November 1975, hut down 
$1.3 million from October.

“There arc one million 
addicts in Los Angeles 
County.” 

Hahn cited the figiures 
from a report issued by At¬ 
torney General Evelle J. 
Younger. 

To support drug habits, 
more than 525,600 crimes 
were committed in Califor¬ 
nia during 1975. 

At Hahn’s request, the 
Board of Supervisors direct¬ 
ed the County Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs and Delin¬ 
quency and Crime Commis¬ 
sions to review the report 
of the attorney general and 
to work with the entire jus¬ 
tice system — courts, law 
enforcement, probation and 
schools — toward developing 
“hard-hitting enforcement 
and prevention programs to 
cc-mbat drug abuse. 

“It is obvious drug abuse 
has become the cause of 
most crime in California 


with burglaries, robb e r ies 
and even murders being 
committed,” Hahn said.
